I have always been an advocate for the drilling hufbandry,. 
becaufe it not only allows you to clean the ground and pre+ 
pare it for receiving the nutritive dews,; but alfo fecures the 
feed from the crows : however, I never yet heard of it being 
able to keep them from deftroying the crop while it was ripen« 
ing on the ground, or in ftook or ftack. 

I am certain they will ftill make it many 2 hoftile vifit in all 
thefe ftages, and deftroy it in the fame way as if it had been 
raifed in the broad-caft method. I fancy you would have no 
complaint againit the crows, did.they pick up the feed only 
that is left uncovered on the field; but it is a real fad, that 
they are more ready to pick up the feeds that would bring a 
hundred fold each, than thofe that would die for want of roote 
Refpeéting our Scotch ignorance, which Humanvus has been 
pleafed to taunt us with, I have no inclination to make com~ 
parifons in matters of this kind, though I might do it without 
the leaft difhonour to my countrymen.
